Wekx>me to Protest zine, a small pubtictaion of the home-made crusty 
anarchist punk variety. I orginally started this zine in 1989 and stopped 
printing it in 1997. 6 years on I put some of the old articles and interviews 
on the internet. I ended up getting great response and mails coming 
in from people I hadn't talked to in over 10 years, as well as folks 
interested in the bands. I looked at the most hit pages of my site and 
the main ones looked at are the interviews with Chaos UK. Active 
Minds, Excrement of War and Oi Pollol. I was talking to Steve from 
Chaos UK, and he said it was the only interview he found of them on 
the net. Another very popular page is the vegan drinking and funnily 
enough I've even got a few emails about it, and folks sending me 
homebrew receipes. So with this feedback I decided I'd give it another 
go now in 2004. here it is again in print. It is a D.I.Y publication and what 
I mean by that is there is no profit what so ever, in fact normally a loss to be 
honest. You can photocopy this zine lend it, if you want to use the articles or 
interviews you free to do so.

The things I hated about doing a zine was trying to sell it. but I love putting the whole thing together from interviewing 
bands, doing up the artwork, layout etc. The thing that stopped me doing the zine was in 1997 there was nowhere to 
really sell the zine, printing was expensive and I felt like a business sales man selling the zine. I remember doing the 
first issue getting it printed by Bobprint in blue Ink and selling it for 15p. then when issue 2 was 25 pence some people 
complained,boy have things changed. The best zines I've seen in Ireland of recent are, 'Unfit for Consumption', due to 
it's variety of music covered (available from Trevor Meehan.46 Rosturra Cres.,Woodview Pk.. Limerick,Ireland.) 'Bite 
the hand that feeds the poisoned food', is a good read, very personal account of the writer Cormy being picked on in 
school and a great interview with the Dagda and of course the great gig photos (Thrashfiend@hotmail.com). Another 
great read is ‘Cottonfist mainly for it's great d.i.y feel and art. Also there's 'Riot 7T for it's professionalism and indept 
knowage of the music. (Cian Hynes, 31 St. Patrick's Pk., Clondalkin, Dublin 22. Ireland Riot77magazine@hotmail.com). 
There are shitloads of Irish zines out there anymore, to many to keep track of. There is a website, www.zinetrade.net 
which has a great listing of all the available zines in Ireland.

Tezz: Well that's a first, I've never said that before, getting on, over the hill. 


Protest Have you been writing much new material? 

Rat: We’ve got a new song. 

Tezz: We got some good idea's and the like bag 
I’ve got a bunch of ideas with the last album. I came 
up with ideas and show Bones and he'd come up 
with different styles of guitar. And then we'd like 
practise them out. I was trying to incorporate a little 
bit more like stuff like Ministry and shit like that. But 
then again after Ministry I didn't think I'd join 
another band, that were different, they were 
the first band I joined in the states 
Rat: No it wasn't.

Protest have you been writing much new material? 

Rat: Tezz came back to get Discharge back together. 

Tezz: Back in Stoke on Trent, resurrect my punk rock spirit ha ha ha. 

Protest So n was your Idea to get the band back together? 

Tezz: Yeah mine and Kalvin(Cal) called me. we shook hands on it. It was going 
to happen and all this and I figured he wouldn't cause he was taking too long and 
he was seeing how long I could stick it out. He knew it was tense for me and my 
brother was on his side, which was kind of sad. So I fucking took him round. So 
he kept us waiting. Then he called me up one day and said well I've changed my 
mind, I don't wanna do it. So I said alright. I wasn't even that mad cause I had it 
figured he wouldn't before that, know what I mean. So we said we'll try without him 
fucking singing. To see Kalvin fall apart, once when his shoe lace came apart on 
stage, fucking hell I'll tell you that was something else. Then he lost his shoe the 
gig was off! Ha ha ha 


Pretest: Se is It very different then as Rat as the singer? 

Tezz: Yeah, its like gone back to our basics we re doing it all over again. I don't 
know what the crowd wants. 

Rat: It's a challenge every night. 

Tezz: People want to hear the metal shit and then people want to hear the older shit. 
Then when they hear like, what is like a collage but done in our own Discharge way 
Rat: Without me or not this is how I'd like to see Discharge playing. 

Tezz: Its diverse, because everything is against the rules, you know what I mean The 
first thing you do when you pick up a guitar is play 12 bars or scales, you know what I 

mean. Sing a long chorus.no we don't want none of this. We want this, we don't 

want la, la la la fuck that. 

Pretest: You've certainly developed your own style? 

Tezz: Yeah 

Protest- What do you make of the whole dbear thing, with bands like Recharge' and Disclose ? 

Rat: Yeah 

Tezz: I've heard very little of it. not as much as I should have considering we started it! 
(Tezz pretends too play the blues on an Invisible guitar) 

Protest so what kind of stuff would you listen ta off stage? Punk? 

Rat: Yeah, (laughing at Tezz now doing an imaginary solo) I'll dance to any old 
bollocks rock'n'roll when I'm pissed outa my head. Does impression of a fifties 
rocker singing (lots of laugher). 


Rat: Just to keep writing, keep playing, keep pissing people off. 
Tezz: Hmmmm yeah 

Rat: All of the above and below(lots of laughter) 

Tezz: Well we re older, wiser and.. 

(Tezz and Rat shout together): AND WE'RE MORE PISSED OFF. 






This photo always intriged me, it's so violent 
and leaves a lasting impression. Ifs been used 
by many punk and metal band because of this. 
I never knew what exactly was going on in the 
photo, so after a bit of research, found out that 
the executioner went on to live in the States 
and died only a few years ago, in 1998 of 
cancer.The photo is of Nguyen Ngoc Loan, 
whose execution of a Viet Cong prisoner in 
Saigon became one of the most known chilling 
images of the Vietnam War. Eddie Adams, who 
took the photo of the execution won a Pulitzer 
Prize for The Associated Press. 


On Feb. 1.1968, Loan was director of South 
Vietnam's national police and the North 
Vietnamese had just begun the Tet Offensive, 
their huge military push southward. Firefights 
had broken out all over Saigon, and Loan's 
police were trying to rid the South Vietnamese 
capital of Viet Cong guerrillas. Loan led the 
prisoner, his hands bound, onto a street comer 
and in front of a group of journalists pulled his 
pistol and shot the prisoner point-blank in the 
head. The general told the newsmen that the 
prisoner was a known Viet Cong captain. 


In a long war that claimed two million lives, the death of a single Viet Cong official would hardly have seemed noteworthy, 
especially in a week when thousands of insurgents were killed mounting an offensive that included the beheading of 
women and children in Saigon. 


But when Brig. Gen. Nguyen Ngoc Loan raised his pistol on Feb. 1.1968. extended his arm and fired a bullet through 
the head of the prisoner, who stood with his hands tied behind his back, the general did so in full view of an NBC 
cameraman and an Associated Press photographer. 


And when the film was shown on television and the picture appeared on the front pages of newspapers around the world, 
the images created an immediate revulsion at a seemingly gratuitous act of savagery that was widely seen as emblematic 
of a seemingly gratuitous war. 


The photograph, by Eddie Adams, was especially vivid, a frozen moment that put a wincing face of horror on the war. 
Taken almost at once with the squeeze of the trigger, the photo showed the prisoner, unidentified and wearing black 
shorts and a plaid shirt, in a final grimace as the bullet passed through his brain. Close examination of the photo, which 
won a Pulitzer Prize in 1969, showed the slug leaving his head. 


For all the emotional impact, the episode had little immediate influence on on the tide of American involvement in the wa'. 
which continued seven years longer, until the evacuation of Saigon in 1975. Indeed, it was four years after the execution 
that another indelible image of the war created a new round of revulsion, the sight of a screaming 9-year-old as she ran 
naked along a road after having been burned in a South Vietnamese napalm attack 





The execution changed General Loan's life 


General N^ayen 
Uir'oc Loan 

One of the 11 children of a prosperous mechanical engineer, Mr. Loan was bom in Hue. He graduated near the 
top of his class at the University of Hue and begun a career as a jet pilot in the South Vietnamese Air Force. As 
a close friend of Nguyen Cao Ky, the swashbuckling pilot who became Premier in 1965. Mr. Loan, then a colonel, 
was put in charge of the national police and gamed an immediate reputation among Western reporters for his 
temper and rages at the scenes of Viet Cong attacks on civilian targets. 

Mr. Loan insisted that his action was justified because the prisoner had been the captain of a terrorist squad that 
had killed the family of one of his deputy commanders. 

Even so the killing and other summary executions by the South's military in the Tet offensive drew immediate 
rebukes from American officials. A few days after the incident, Mr. Ky. who had become Vice President, said the 
prisoner had not been in the Viet Cong military but was "a very high ranking” political official. 

Vo Suu, a cameraman at the scene for NBC News, recalled that immediately after the shooting the general had 
walked over to a reporter and said, "These guys kill a lot of our people, and I think Buddha will forgive me." 



When General Loan was severely wounded while charging a Viet Cong hideout three months later and taken to 
Australia for treatment, there was such an outcry there against him that he was moved to the Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center in Washington, where he was repeatedly denounced in Congress. 

Back in Saigon. Mr. Loan, who had been relieved of his command after having been wounded, seemed a changed 
man. devoting time to showering presents on orphans At the fall of Saigon his pleas for American help in fleeing 
were ignored But he and his family escaped in a South Vietnamese plane. 


After his presence in the United States became known there was a move to deport him as a war criminal. But the 
efforts fizzled, and Mr. Loan, whose right leg had been amputated, settled in northern Virginia, where he eventually 
opened his pizzeria, which he operated until 1991 when publicity about his past led to a sharp decline in business 
As a message scrawled on a restroom wall put it. "We know who you are."

DESPITE - No Promise of Tomorrow CD [Cnmes Against Humanity) 

Dirty guitar driven hardcore, speeds through punk/grind styled tunes 
like a mixture of Discharge and Disrupt A corker 







He had told his wife that morning he was leaving her, and now he had nothing! A sad story but as he the story got 
worse and worse the speed of the car just got faster and faster. We were going over a hundred miles an hour all the 
way back to Dublin, fucking nightmare. 


I also heard one about a punk from New Ross hitching a lift, and the car brought him into a travellers site where the 
driver shouted. "I've got one’, and people came out with sticks etc. The New Ross punk ran like fuck out of there. 

But I heard that story ’fifth hand', so I'd take it with a grain of salt. 

About 8 years ago I was moving from Dublin to Cork and along with my girlfriend hitched every few days to and back 
from Cork from Dublin. We managed to bring a few hundred records, a record player, video player and loads of other 
household crap. We didn't have a car and couldn't afford a van to deliver it, so we got it there for nowt. 

To be honest I haven't hitched in quite a while as my new ’hobby" is jumping trains. I've being living on the border 
between Meath and Dublin for the last while and got a job in Wicklow, so every working day for the last year I've 
jumped the train across the 3 counties It's so bloody easy, at rush hour, just follow the crowd. I wouldn't bother 
even trying at off peak times, but I'm sure there's ways around it. But that's off the point. 

Hitching is a great way check out the local environment and just go for a wander. I only ever got stuck in the one 
place over night and myself and a buddy had to sleep just off the motorway in a green in front of a housing estate 
Of course during the course of the night someone stole a car from in front of one of the houses, the Police were 
called and meanwhile no one(thank fuck) noticed us half a sleep in the middle of the green. The reason we ended 
up sleeping overnight off the motorway is because we were left off at an intersection on the motorway. .Worst 
possible spot. We'd been picked up by a couple, the guy had half his face tattooed and was on release from 
prison for the weekend,so him and his wife broke into some yard and stole a load of copperwire. As they were 
getting away, he was spotted. He said that's the worst thing about facial tattoos, they'll always remember you. 
Anyway we were sitting in this car with this bloke and his missus, sitting on top of this stolen wire cables. When 
a cop car passed is behind us. So when the cop car passed us out they let us off at the motorway, just in case they 
were pulled over. 

I've fuck loads of stories like these from hitching, certainly the best way of adventure and story telling.

A bit of both-seriously we haven't seen any profit but also with the van breaking down that cost us £1000 & that stuffed 
up making any expenses there! Obviously its appreciative that someone wants to release ya recording but can also be 
frustrating when a label doesnt keep you informed w whats going on! 


How's the new album selling? Were you the first band to record in the 1 in 12 studio? 

Was it a conscious decision to get Bri Doom for the recording because of his past experience? 

The cd has done good we have shifted approx 800 copies. Profane Existence did the vinyl, a few bands recorded 
at 1in12 before us, The Devils. Bum Ail Flags etc Bri actually did surpass any expectations I had, but we kept telling 
him what we were after & fair play to him he did a bloody good job didnt he! I am really proud of that Ip even tho its 
a tad too metally in places & regarding his past experience? I dunno what ya mean ;-) 


Future plans for Extinction of Mankind? 

We take things a step at a time-we aint getting any younger mate my dream is to play Japan but we'll see. I'm always 
gratefull to be able to do any gigs, maybe see if it takes less than 8 years to do another full length Ip haha.

Just recently I came across Guy Aldred an anarchist, 
who believed that elections were useless tor the working 
classes except as an opportunity to affirm anarchist 
values. Accordingly, when standing at elections, he 
would urge voters not to vote for him and pledged that 
if elected that he would not take up his seat As he was 
never elected, this was never an issue. 

We need more politicians of his calibre today. Politicians 
where I lived for the last three years(Dublin 15). spent 
over 20,000 each on their campaign posters alone 
to get elected! 

Hardly a street-comer site in Glasgow did not know Guy 
Aldred’s great resonant voice belabouring the evils of 
society. He spoke and wrote in his unending drive 
towards what he believed to be the liberation of mankind 
from economic and philosophical bondage. 

Known as "The Knickerbocker Politician’ due to his 
eccentric dress code, Aldred's claim to fame was his 
frequent candidacy at local and general elections. One 
of the leading anarchists of his time, a publisher, 
imprisoned on several occasions for his beliefs, a 
teetotaller, a non-smoker, he died in 1963 with two 
shillings in his pocket and with his body previously 
donated to medical research. 

Born in London in 1886, Aldred made his first public 
impact at the age of 16 as a child evangelist of the sort 
common at the time. By the age of 18. however, 
he had become an atheist and shortly thereafter 
embarked on his life-long career as an exponent of 
anarcho-communism. Aldred’s life was characterised 
by a remarkable vigour and dedication to the furtherance 
of "progressive" causes. By the time of his death he had 
edited five periodicals - "The Herald of Revolt", The Spur", 
"The Commune", The Council", and The Word" - and 
had engaged in such diverse causes as that of Indian 
independence, the distribution of birth control literature, 
and anti- war agitation before, and anti-conscription 
agitation during, World War II. 

His pamphlet "Socialism and Marriage" (originally 
published in 1907) was especially notable for its incisive 
attack on Christianity's role in the repression of women. 
"For a thousand years the insane and inane denunciation 
of women has been the teaching of Christendom." 
Proclaiming the self-sovereignty of women over their own 
lives and bodies he was quite resolute in his belief that "the

What's the worst thing that has happened you playing a gig? 


Check out this new band, they are fucking brillant 
crust as fuck GURKHA from Bristol. My first 
question is stupid, I’ve always been shite at 
interviewing bands... 


To start off, a crap question what does GURKHA 
mean? Is it like, I Gurt pint? 


Gurkhas are Nepalese fighting soldiers who are famous for their 
courage and ferocity fighting in the second world war. we are a scruffy 
bunch of punks scratching up a noise and only famous for drinking 
and fighting each other, so the name connection was obvious really 
wasn't it? but we do like having gurt pints bought us but either way its 
great word aint it? 


Give some information on band members, ex bands etc? 


As GURKHA we played pissed out of our skulls in London and our guitar player had to smash his guitar "Sid style" over 
the head of some tyke in the crowd and the rest of us casually smoothed over all the ensuing mistakes by fighting the 
crowd. But as for other bands: Pig says "toothless dwarves attacking him in Cardiff" Neil says "sleeping in a p.o. box 
when we went on tour by accident" flip says "my tail kept popping out when I was doing a drum solo" martin says "my 
legs got wet when my ice record melted at its first public launch party DJ set outing" 

What's Bristol like these days, punk scene, squats etc? You must have ail the 'Riot City' releases 
since you grew up there? 

Pig is the only one who grew up in Bristol but we all got our fair share of riot city records but none of us are collectors, 
there is an active Bristol cene well about four different scenes to be honest its pretty diverse but nothing like the 80s 
heyday y'know. Squats ha! well they all get closed down in two days though there are a few lightning stnke squat gigs 
here and there, the only long standing one is the kebele which keeps itself from being shut down by the police by only 
having live Belgian folk music nights and being run by people who confuse socks for clothes, the Bristol various scenes 
come together together like a lovely kind of Venn diagram when its overlapping. 

Next plans for GURKHA? 


Teach the new bass player the songs, record something we like (we will give out copies of demo with cover free for price 
of postage if you write to us). make some really offensive t-shirts and make some offensive music, thanks for the 
interview an interest mate and remember kids "kill a junkie for Sid". 











Well I've known Byrneos mince he was in school coming up to Dublin to play gig's with his 
band Cheapskate. Their drummer Ken was also in a band I was in called Stress. Oh yeah 
I also designed their website, so I Just had to interview them, the line up has completely 
changed since they first started. I think personally they have a completely different sound 
than on their album. They sound to me like a mixture of Quarantine and Tragedy. 

So how did the tour of the UK go, I heard you'd problems with your newly acquired van? 

What were the best and worst gigs? 

Damo: Our recent UK tour was a great laugh, the people (promoters/people who put you up. feed you, etc) were 
really nice to us. we got treated brilliantly almost everywhere we went. On the downside gig attendance and money 
was significantly lower than most gigs we would play in Ireland. I'm sure thafs down to the fact that there are a lot 
more tours/gigs happening in the UK all the time As for the van. it belonged to Amy. a friend of ours. She had it for 
about 5 months, it was a 10 year old Fiat. I'd been on long drives in it before and it had seemed fine, and she had 
got it services right before we left. However five days into our tour its engine seized as we were doing 70mph down 
the motorway. Luckily no one was hurt or killed and a replacement van was found. Unfortunately for Amy the van 
had to be left in Swindon to be scrapped Best and worst gigs, well I guess everyone has a different idea of what a 
good gig is. but I know lots of people really enjoyed playing in London as it was in a squat and not a pub like the rest 
of the gigs. I thought it was good, but the gigs that really excited me were the ones with active crowd participation, 
meaning Boston, a mad small town with a big hardcorepunk scene where 'the kids" like to go off spectacularly; 

I'm talking human pyramids, backflips off 10 foot high wall brackets, and picking Byrneos. Clodagh and Eric up 
and carrying them around during our gig. Brilliant. A few gigs had ridiculously small turnouts but I feel we all thought 
our gig in Liverpool was the worst, purely because we all thought that we had played pretty badly. 

Byrneos: it went great I think besides the van problems, it was great changed my view of England as the first tour 
we did awhile back wasn.t that good but we saw some cool places this time like some anarchist centres in Brighton 
and Nottingham and meet some really cool people this time as well, and Scotland was great this time round again, 
best gigs were Boston the people in Boston are fucking great fun. human pyramids and shit(but the easpa bet them 
in a pyramid competition in mancherester) or Manchester cause the Boston heads were there and we got to play with 
our friends snowblood and friendly pub with loads of different beers the worst was Liverpool where my out of tune bass 
started the gig on a shit note which seemed to put the gig on a down ward spiral, or Nottingham where there was fuck 
all people.but I heard later that it was a scab town during the miners strikes so I wouldn't expect them to get punk rock. 

What's with all the bullet belts? 

Damo: Crust fashion accessory, promoted by Eric and Ian, I am the only dissenter in the ranks! 

Byrneos: punk rock !! and so are we. 

A very big decision to all leave your jobs and college to go off on tour, what's your plan? Do you 
think it's still d.i.y to make a living off your music rather than working some shitty day job to 
pay to release your own records etc. Would you like to be able to make some sort of living off 
your music? 

Damo: Our plans are still In the pre-plan stages at the moment. Its very hard to get together and discuss things properly 
with six people In the band However I think it's totally DIY to attempt to live off the band as long as its done properly. 
The unwritten rule that says punk bands shouldn't/don't need to get paid money is total crap. As a DIY promoter myself 
I always try and pay a band a decent amount, and if I don't think I can then I don't commit to the gig. 





Personally I feel that if a lot of work is put into organising tours, rehearsing, making our ov 
merchandise or record covers or whatever then we could aim to at least earn a poor 
subsistence living off playing gigs, etc. Whether or not that'll happen is a different story. 

Bymeos: the decision just makes sense do what we like doing instead of working in a job 
we don't.it 'll just be good to get out of Ireland and meet new people see new things learn 
stuff .experience new shit,forge links instead of just playing to the same people all the 
time.if some one can make a living of there music with out fucking people over then fair 
play to them.but its not really an option for us I think.if I wanted to make a living from 
music I'd be in a wedding band that's where the money is.but it is nice to break even 
and not lose money. 

How is the cdr release selling, it is completely different than the album, 
was this a conscious decision? 

Damo: The CDr is selling really well, we have sold all the copies we've made up so far at 
gigs around Ireland and the UK. As for a different sound to the album, well as far as I know 
the songs on the album were written over a number of years by different people from former 
incarnations of Easpa Measa After myself, Eric and Ian joined in September 2003, we 
decided straight away not to play any songs from the "old" Easpa Measa and took the next 
five months to write a whole new set. In bands generally its usually the guitarists/bassists 
who come up with the majority of the original riffs that songs are based on. and so with two 
totally new guitarists who have totally different influences and experiences in other bands, 
the new songs were always going to mark somewhat of a new direction. 

Bymeos: the cdr is selling well we made about 150 and their all gone we sold them on the Irish and uk tours.we have 
to make more, it wasn't really a conscious decision to sound different just with the new blood it essentially a new band 
with new influences. Im glad though its good to evolve it'd be boring and pointless for us and people listening if we 
were just trying to recreate the old stuff. 

What do you think of the Irish punk scene at present? 

Damo: That depends on what mood I’m caught in. Thinking positively, I point to the great people putting on gigs around 
the country, the handful of great bands North and South of the border and the inspiration coming from the new 
generation of kids/bands (mainly in Kilcoole but also elsewhere). On the other hand, sometimes all I can think of is how 
the “scene" is fragmented and any kind of two-bit reformed punk band will pull a massive crowd while new, original 
touring bands struggle for crowds, especially in Dublin. For Easpa Measa as a band, however, I think some people in 
Ireland have been really supportive of us. giving us great gigs and encouragement (you know who you are). 

Bymeos: its the same as it always has been for me, some really good shit and cool people doing cool shit.and also the 
bullshit bitching, but theirs some interesting stuff like bads books library/video nights/ workshops or punk been more the 
diy attitude rather than the way a band sounds.like people are more open minded musically I think and go out and 
surrport stuff if its diy not just cause their mates in the band.and alot of the younger heads are more political which is 
amazing to see 

Future plans for Easpa measa? 

Damo: Right now we're taking a short break after the UK tour. After that we'll start trying to write new songs with a view 
to eventually getting an LP out. and we're also hoping to play a few gigs near Christmas time in places we've never 
been to before in Ireland. Beyond that, there's lots of talk but nothing is definite. PS Ken likes emo 

Bymeos: try keep it interesting, keep touring.some 7" on the way maybe if all goes to plan, thanks for the interview 
good luck with the zine.

Eco-activist in danger <n/8/<>4) 



This emergency alert is on behalf of imprisoned forest activist Tre Arrow, known to authorities as Michael 
Scarpitti. He is malnourished and jailers are abusing him in British Columbia. Canada Tre's weight has 
dropped to 91 pounds. The jailers still refuse to provide him with raw vegan food (fruits and vegetables). 

The jail is punishing him for supposedly ’hoarding" food in his cell. (The food they found was his lunch, served 
by the jailers earlier that morning.) Tre is in segregation and locked down 23 hours a day. He must be released 
back into the general population He has been subjected to an arbitrary ’suicide watch,’ and harassment. 

The jailers have taken away his blankets. Tre says he can't go on like this much longer. After 10 years on a 
vegan raw food diet, cooked food makes him ill and he can't digest it. He is weak and near starving. He has 
requested that we email, write and call the Attorney General of British Columbia, Canada. Tre is known by 
his former name of Michael Scarpitti He is being held at the North Fraser Pre-Trial Centre in Port Coquitlam. BC.

The records of the Committee on Evil Literature, 
which were made available to the public under 
the National Archives Act in 1995. reveal earty 
attempts by the newly established Irish Free 
State to prevent the introduction into, and 
circulation within, Ireland of printed matter 
deemed to be morally corrupting. This paper 
attempts to draw attention to the small, but 
interesting records of a body whose 
recommendations contributed directly to the 
formulation of Irish censorship. 

The Committee on Evil Literature was 
appointed by the Minister for Justice, 

Kevin O'Higgins, in 1926, to consider and 
report whether it is necessary or advisable 
in the interest of the public morality to extend 
the existing powers of the State to prohibit 
or restrict the sale and circulation of printed 
matter. In establishing this departmental 
committee, the Minister was yielding to 
mounting public pressure which disagreed 
with his statement to Ddil Eireann in 1925, 
stating that existing laws were adequate to 
deal with the sale and distribution of obscene 
literature and that it was not possible for the 
state to interfere or to decide what the public 
could read with propriety. 

The committee, consisting of three laymen 
and two clergymen (one Roman Catholic 
and one Church of Ireland), met to hear 
and consider submissions from a variety 
of individuals, organisations and institutions, 
including social and religious organisations. 

The report of the Committee indicated its 
dissatisfaction with the inadequacies of 
existing laws, and concluded that it was the 
duty of the State to take any necessary 
action to prevent the circulation of literature 
that was considered to be obscene and 
morally corrupting. The Committee also 
recommended the establishment of 
a censorship board. 


Irish Film Censor, Sheamus Smith, passed David 
Cronenberg's film "Crash" (with an '18s' certificate) 
having cut about 35 seconds' duration. The demanded 
cut is in the scene in which husband and wife James 
Spader and Deborah Unger are naked, having sex on 
their bed, while she fantasises out loud about her 
husband having sex with Elias Koteas. The cut 
removes about half her dialogue, which, though short, 
is one of the longest verbal interchanges between 
characters in the movie. The irony here, is that anyone 
of any age can buy the screenplay in a bookshop and 
read the sixty to seventy 'offending' words at their leisure.

Beating Censorship 

News programmes were banned on the Dominican 
republics radio enriquillo after neighbouring Haiti 
complained that they were stirring revolutionary 
fervour across the border. The radio station retaliated 
by singing the news for several months, until Haitian 
generals cottoned on. 

Russian journalist Glagol managed to publish 
controversial articles on homosexuality and 
drug use by printing the number 2 on its front 
cover, fooling the censors into thinking they had 
passed the first issue already. 

South African newspapers have got around 
photographic reporting restrictions by printing 
their controversial images as a series of unconnected, 
numbered dots, with the accompanying instruction: 

"Join the dots." 

Whenever one of Franco’s most feared censors was 
scrutining a film, the projectionist would interrupt him 
to say there was an urgent call waiting. It was always 
a bogus call, pre-arranged to occur when a scene 
marked beforehand by the director was coming up. 

• Details of the Tiananmen square massacre contradicting 
the official version of events were quickly disseminated 
by Beijing students who faxed their friends a broad. The 
authorities promptly made it a criminal offence to retain 
■reactionary propaganda" received by fax, Businesses and 
schools were notified that, "all dissident material must be 
sealed at once and transferred to security departments'. 

- In order to appease prudish religious censors, the Portuguese 
television channels RTPI and TV2 put a flashing arcle(much 
like Channel Four's red triangle in the eighties) in the comer 
of the screen to indicate imminent nudity. And rating soar. 





LiPtHGDOH BECK 



I first saw this band when they were called No Compliance, I remember being very impressed 
that they were so young but really good. I didn't see them again until I saw them play a gig 
with the Restarts, and they were just outstanding. Anyway enough of my shit on with 
the interview. 

Well first off tell us a bit about the background/history of Langdon Beck? 

We started in 2000 or so. just playing the odd party or gig we could get. I think we were about 14/15 then so it was 
difficult getting gigs in the punk scene as most of the gigs were in pubs, so we just kinda started doing our own gigs, 
all ages ones obviously, and things spiralled around them. I guess its just been a slow but constant build up of things 
and events, like we (the kilcoole bands) saved up and built a studio, which recorded our e.p. in. then there was the 
central fund which kinda failed after a while, but it meant that collectively all the bands owned really nice gear to play 
with, now im doing gigs about once a month for travelling bands, which we play at sometimes, so that keeps me pretty 
busy, kinda. so far to date we've toured the uk and Ireland, that's about it for our history ...I guess we're pretty 
uninteresting that way .no dead band mates or heroin habits as of yet!! 

Why the name Langdon Beck? 

At first we started out as no compliance we thought it was a cool name at first but it kinda got a bit cheesy and we 
decided to change it. Langdon Beck was actually a hostel down the road from this place we stayed in England the 
first time we went over, we've never been there and I cant actually remember why we liked the name so much but 
it stuck strangely enough, it was originally a song about kilcoole and our friends so we decided to use it rather than 
no compliance. As we're probably more about friendship and community, which we felt it stood for, you'd be 
surprised how many people ask us that!!! 

How did your tour of Ireland go? Did the cdr sell well? 

Sshhh no one is meant to know its a cdr!!!! ha ha ha yeah it went pretty good we'd just gotten back from England 
where we toured it first so we were all a bit burnt out and broke so we decided to play just a few dates in Ireland as 
we'd probably play in the various places a hundred more times in the near future, it was just for the craic like, the 
band we toured with (Thieving Liars) are friends of mine from the states I stayed with them this summer so they 
came over here and I was able to return the favour by booking them a tour, anyway back to the question...the e.p. 
did sell quite well, thanks for buying it everyone! 

There seems to be an awful lot happening in Kilcoole, gig wise and zine wise,considering 
it's such a small place. 

yeah well we're stuck out here in the sticks so we might as well make the most of it!! I'm a firm believer in thinking if 
you want it done then do it yourself. I think kilcoole is a nice little testament to that, we're just a bunch of kids putting 
on the odd gig and writing zines and stuff like that but at the end of the day it feels like something more, like your 
connected to this big community, which in a sense we are I guess, we started doing other stuff now which is cool 
too, like our drummer set up this Sunday football thing, where we all go down to the local football club and just have 
a little 9 a side or so kick around. I think its important to keep busy and active, like if we didn't do all this shit I reckon 
we'd all be killing our selves....ifd be just too boring, and none of us can live in cities...we're all country boys now! its 

always changed as far as who does what.like the big gigs are done collectively. I do the ones in the smaller hall, 

and so does turlok sometimes, the gigs in the houses obviously are up to whoever's gaff its in. the cds are usually put 
out by the bands, with help here and there from friends. I think the good thing is that if you get stuck or there's too 
much on your plate there's people to give ya a hand. 






Is it all the same circle of friends doing everything? 


Yeah its pretty much just one big circle of friends, with fresh faces coming in all 
the time now which is both exciting and strange, its been cool to see the whole 
scene get built from the very beginning which I count myself very lucky to have 
been a part of. but now there's kids just getting into it and involved and it must be 
strange for them to have this thing already going on in their locality. ...and from our 
point of view its always been just us. our friends and we are at the stage where 
we're letting loads of people into our once quite small, dose knit group of friends, 
so its an interesting time. I find it quite hard to let go of the past, but more people 
means more change so its good in the end 


Do members do other bands, zlnes outside of Langdon Beck? 

Yeah Ross is always starting up some weird bands. I've always been a one band man but now im kinda working 
on some stuff with Ross and ed(from foot in mouth) kendo is in soldiers take half and he used to drum for scared 
shitless, who were great! Darren is just in l.b. but he's off travelling the world for a while now! me and Ross do a 
zine called never thank a bogul and we all write little bits and bobs for this frigging thing....the collective zine. 


Future plans for the band? 

We've talked about moving somewhere for the summer, but who knows. Darren is back in a few weeks so were 
dying to write some new stuff, just play as much as possible and get that cd out to everyone, there's talk of a 7
